THE VOTER’S TURN 


Suppose nobody took the trouble to 
go to the polls in Edmonton tomorrow 
and vote? The whole machinery of 
city government and school manage- 
ment would be deadlocked, and civic 
and school business come to a_ stand- 
still. Confusion would reign, with the 
holding of another election the only 
apparent way of bringing order out of 
the muddle. 

Such a situation will of course 
never occur, but the idea points the 
moral that popular government is based 
on the presumption that those who are 
entitled to help choose public repre- 
sentatives will exercise their franchise. 
Should they fail to do so, the whole sys- 
tem would fail. On polling day it is 
the voter's turn to lend a hand in the 
business of governing. 

One voter has as good right to stay 
away from the polls as another, and as 
little right to do so. Equality in the 
privilege of voting implies equality of 
the obligation to vote. To wilfully re- 
frain from voting is not the part of good 
citizenship; and it is exactly as much an 
act of bad citizenship on the part of one 
person as on the part of any other. 

Voting is always an inconvenience, 
sometimes a nuisance. But it is as 
really the duty of the voter to spend 
the necessary amount of time and en- 
ergy to get to the polls as it is the 
duty of the elected representative to 
attend to the duties of his office. The 
one function is as necessary to the gen- 
eral welfare as the other; and usually a 
community gets from its representative 
bodies the kind of service that is in 
keeping with the interest the electors 
show in selecting the members of those 
bodies. 


EDMONTON'S OPPORTUNITY — - 


All over Canada governments and 
municipalities are co-operating to off- 
set the effects of the world-wide deprts- 
sion by advancing and increasing pro- 
jects for public works construction. 
There are two main reasons for this 
nation-wide effort. 

One is that employment conditions 
need stabilizing. It is to be doubted 
that there is more unemployment in 
Canada today than there has been on 
previous occasions; but there is no 
question that there is enough to war- 
rant and demand the action taken by 
public bodies to increase the amount of 
work available. 

The other reason is that the times 
are now favorable for borrowing money 
for public undertakings. The stock 
markets are deserted. Speculation is 
dead. Investors are not anxious to loan 
money for private enterprises. They 
are looking for security rather than 
dividends; and as municipal and govern- 
ment bonds offer the maximum secur- 
ity, these are at this time saleable on 
terms better than usual. 

Edmonton has its share of the gen- 
eral unemployment problem to deal 
with. It is also in arrears with public 
improvements of many kinds, as the 
result of several years during which no 
construction work was or could be un- 
dertaken. The easier money condi- 
tions now prevailing thus place Edmon- 
ton in position to catch up some of these 
arrears while at the same time meeting 
the need for eniarged opportunities for 
employment. 

Other communities may have to start 
construction projects years in advance 
in order to give employment to idle 
men. Edmonton can provide work for 
idle men in making improvements which 
normally would have been made years 
ago, and which can now be made under 
more favorable financial conditions than 
commonly prevail. This is the general 
purpose underlying the money bylaws 
which are being submitted to the bur- 
gesses tomorrow to cover the capital 
expenditures during the coming year. 

Cheaper money has been exactly 
what Edmonton needed, to help in the 
carrying on of its belated program of 
construction and re-construction, The 
cheaper money being now available, it 
would be cologsal folly to refuse to make 
use of the opportunity thus presented.

want but cannot get work,” 

This is the substance of an appeal 
that has been addressed by the Calgary 
Board of Trade to the people of that 
city urging them to take every available 
means to create additional opportunities 
for employment. : 

It is pointed out that if business is 
stimulated mechanics and laborers in 
all branches of local industry will feel 
the benefit. Landlords will be able to 
collect their rents. More people will 
have purchasing ,power. Then clerks 
in stores will have employment. Mer- 
chants and business men will be able to 
keep up their establishments, maintain 
their staffs, and pay taxes, The dollars 
will be kept going on their merry round 
of paying wages, buying commodities, 
and paying bills. One activity starts 
another, and there is developed an end- 
less chain” of activity. 

This advice, tendered by the organ- 
ized businessmen of Calgary to their 
fellow townsmen, is equally in order as 
addressed to the ratepayers of Edmon- 
ton in reference to the money by-laws 
submitted for their approval. If these 
by-laws are passed, money will be 
started in circulation which would 
otherwise lie dormant. This can be done 
at present only through the issue of 
government and municipal bonds. The 
money that was in circulation a year 
ago is still in existence but it has been 
“frozen.” The way to get it again at 
work is to sanction the proposed pro- 
gram of public expenditures, and thus 
make possible the utilization of money 
which private enterprise cannot at this 
time bring into use. 

This appeal by the Calgary Board of 
Trade is in line with the action of the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce in 
urging boards and chambers to devote 
serious attention to the working out 
plans in their respective cities and dis- 
tricts whereby work will be found for 
those who need it. 

The money by-laws embody Edmon- 
ton’s plans to this ena.

changed to warm dry clothing, but 
kept covered for several hours. It 
is better to walt a whole day after 
the cold has gone before the patient 
takes much exereise, but from then 
on it is important to inerease the 
exercise each day in order to gain 
strength. 

When you have a cold it ts a good 
plan to use ‘soft tissue andker- 
chiefs, as these may be easily burn- 
ed and a clean one used each tme. 

Do not make the mistake of feed- 
ing a person with a cold. The grape. 
fruit infusion, orange juice or hot 
lemonade is all that is needed, One 
with a cold should drink plenty of 
water. Twelve glasses a day are 
not too much. After the cold bis 
disappeared the patient can then 
use a wel) balanced diet, but should 
avoid too much starch for a while 

A similar treatment to this may 
be used if you feel that you are 
getting influenza. With this type of 
treatment your system will he thor- 
oughly cleansed and you should fee) 
betier than before,

“How,” he asks, “did propaganda 
come to be a word signifying sinis- 
ter motives?” 

In the beginning, of course, the 
word propaganda did not carry the 
unlovely suggestion is now implies.

For example, if, after making diligent search, you were unable 
to find a single Canadian producer who could make delivery in the 
quality, and in the quantity, and within the time necessary to meet 
your requirements, and at a price you could afford to pay, that would 
be sufficient reason for your giving your order to a foreign producer. 


And yet it hardly seemé like playing the game, does it? It’s equivalent to 

saying to the smal! Canadian producer—‘‘To qualify for my business, 

you’ ve got to show me that you can meet your big foreign competitor on

If every Canadian consumer had always taken that stand, and stuck to it, 
many a man who is a successful Canadian manufacturer to-day would 
have lost his entire stake without ever having made a sale! But despite 
the campetition he was up against, and the handicaps under which he 
had to Jabour, he made sales because there were enough Canadian con- 
sumers willing to see to it that he got his start. 


So I ask you, aren’t there times when you could well afford to show some 
Canadian producer just that little extra consideration that would be the 
means of starting him on his way to bigger and better business? If he 
cannot give you the quantity you want, within the time you want it, 
the reason probably is that you and other Canadian manufacturers have 
never given him enough business to warrant him enlarging the modest 
little plant he began with.

As I write this 1 have before me two competitive articles, both produced 
in Canada. They sell to the same class of people, at the same price, and 
are apparently on a pasty so far as quality is concerned. Both are made 
from the same kind of material, but whereas the material in one is 100 
per cent Canadian, the material in the other is 100 per cent imported. 
The producer of the article made from Canadian material admits that 
he could make a little more profit for himself by using imported material, 
but he won't do it—he says he doesn’t need to! The producer of the 
article made from imported material, while contending that the exi- 
goncies of his business make it necessary for him to buy in the cheapest 
market, only uses that as an excuse to swell his profits! 


It you wart the “Produced in Canada” movement to be a real success—~ 
to bear abundant fruit—remember the Golden Rule, and do unto others 
as you would have others do unto you! Don’t assume that a thing 
is not now procurable in Canada, just because it wasn’t when you first 
started importing it! Why not take us into your confidence regarding 
all your importations, and see if we cannot help you to locate suitable 


Canadian sources of supply?
